The funeral train of Senate Ma- 
jority Leader Joseph T. Robinson 
rolled toward Arkansas today car- 
rying friends and foes of legisla- 
tive battles who will pay him final 
tribute in his native state. 


The largest and most impres- 


sive congressional delegation in 
history aboard the 12-car special 
train found it impossible to leave 
behind the bitter controversies in 
which the fallen Democratic lead- 
er was hotly engaged until the day 
of his death. 


In the drawing rooms and club 


cars of the speeding train, 38 mem- 
bers of the senate continued the 
private conversations which have 
regularly resulted in the most im- 
portant 
developments 
in 
six- 


months of wrangling over Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's bill for reorgani- 
zation of the judiciary. 


They had, too, a new problem 


and one which may be \ve!l thresh- 
out by the t.ime they return to the 
capitol Tuesday — the selection of 
a successor to the post of majority 
leader. Both Senator Albon Bark- 
ley, D., Ky., acting leader, and Sen- 
ator Pat Harrison. D. Muss, the 
two members most discussed for 
the post, were on the train, which 
carried 106 persons. The delegation 
included 38 senators and 23 repre- 
sentatives. 


Officially, the congressmen for- 


got the bitter rontroversifs v,hirh 
have marker! recent, weeks of con- 
gressional debate in order to pay 
Robinson one of the moat sincere 
tributes ever given a legislative 
leader.

His choice for the 
job was Moses whom he had been 
training for 80 years—40 years in 
the courts and schools of Egypt 
and 40 years under the open sk'ea 
in the land of Midian in quiet 
communion with him as he shep- 
herded his sheep in the wilder- 
ness. 


"I" Encouragement 


Moses' 
first 
discouragement 


manifested' itself in his lack of 
confidence in himself. In modern 
parlance it would be called "an in- 
feriority complex." God said to 
Moses, "I have seen the affliction 
of my people, and have heard 
their cry, I know their sorrows, 
and I am come down to deliver 
them." But Moses overlooked this 
activity of God and 
acted 
as 


though the whole thing were going 
to depend upon himself, and said, 
"Who am I, that I should go unto 
Pharaoh, and that I should bring 
forth the children of Israel out of 
Egypt?" Thus our 
discourage- 


ments come from our inability to 
see God for ourselves, when we 
forget that it is God who is to do 
the work that needs to be done, 
and we are but his agehts. Let 
us silence our own "Capital I's" 
and listen to God's: "I have seen, 
I have heard, I know, I am come 
down to deliver." 


Moses' next discouragement re- 


volved not around who he was, 
but who God was: "And Moses

H e needed a m an of colossal 
m oral sta ture through whom to 
do this work. 
His choice for the 
job w as Moses whom he had been 
train in g for 80 y ears—40 y ears in 
the courts and schools of E gy pt 
and 40 y ears under the open sk'es 
in the land of M idian in quiet 
com m union w ith him as he shep­ 
herded his sheep in the w ilder­ 
ness. 
" I” E ncouragem ent 
Moses’ 
first 
discouragem ent 
m anifested itself in his lack of 
confidence in himself, 
in m odern 
parlance it would be called “an in­ 
feriority com plex.” 
God said to 
Moses. “I have seen the affliction 
of m y people, and have heard 
their cry , I know their sorrow s, 
and T am come down to deliver 
them .” 
B ut Moses overlooked this 
activity of God 
and 
acted 
as 
though the whole thing w ere going 
to depend upon himself, and said, 
“Who am I, tha t I should go unto 
Pharaoh, and tha t I should bring 
forth the children of Israel out of 
E g y pt? ” 
Thus 
our 
discourage­ 
m ents come from our inability to 
see God for ourselves, w hen we 
forget tha t it is God who is to do 
the w ork tha t needs to be done, 
and we are but his agehts. 
Let 
us silence our own “C apital I's ” 
and listen to God's: “I have seen, 
I have heard, I know, I am come 
down to deliver.” 
M oses’ next discouragem ent re­ 
volved n o t around who he was, 
but who God w as: “And Moses 


said unto God, Behold, when I 
come unto the children of Israel, 
and say unto them , The God of 
y our fathers hath sent m e unto 
y ou; and they shall say , W hat is 
his nam e? 
W hat shall I say unto 
the m ? ” In other words, his “Who 
am I ? ” becomes “W ho a rt T ho u?” 
He foars he does not know enough 
about God to be his servant. 
So 
God encourages him by revealing 
him self m ore fully to Moses, say ­ 
ing, 
“I am tha t I am — Thus 
shalt thou say , The Lord, the God 
of y our fathers, the God of A bra­ 
ham, the God’ of Israel, and the 
God of Jacob hath sent me unto I 
y ou: this is m y nam e for ever, and 
this is my m em orial to all genera­ 
tions.” O ur discouragem ents come 
when we forget who our God is, or 
fail to realize tha t he is the very 
source of life and being, the ete r­ 
nal God who w as here before we 
cam e and is the help of all who 
trust him in every generation. 
The “They ” D iscouragem ent 
M oses’ third discouragem ent re ­ 
volved about the 
third 
personal 
pronoun: “ And 
Moses 
answ ered 
and said. B ut behold, they will not 
believe me. nor hearken unto my 
voice: for they will say , The Lord 
hath 
not 
appeared 
unto 
thee.” 
Then God encoraged Moses by re­ 
vealing to him the divine power he 
would m anifest through Moses to 
convince the people and win their 
co-operation. 
O ur 
discourage­ 
m ents come w hen we fear people 
instead 
of 
rely ing 
upon 
God's 
power. 
God will give us power 
w ith people when we rely upon 
him to help us reach them . 
He 
will be our eloquence, our power 
and all we need for any task or 
duty to which he calls us.

As Moses w atched his sheep in the 
wilderness God called to him out of a 
burning bush, asking him to go to 
Pharaoh and dem and his people’s free­ 
dom. 


W hen Moses expressed fear that the peo­ 
ple would not believe God had sent him,

When Moses expressed fear because of 
his lack of eloquent speech God rem ind­ 
ed him tha t ability to speak was the g ift 
of God, and gave him the encourage­ 
m ent of his elder brother Aaron.

whom he believed to have heart 
disease. But she was so fat that 
he was unable to make an ade- 
quate examination of her heart. 
He went out to walk In the gar- 


den of the hospital and there, so 
tradition has it, he saw a group 
of children playing with a see-saw 
board. Except they were not play- 
ing see-saw, but a game which was 
a form of telegraphy. 
One child 


put his ear down on the board and 
another child at the other end 
scratched a message in code on the 
board with a pin. An idea struck 
the young physician, whose name 
was Laennec, and he returned to 
liis patient, rolled up a piece of 
heavy paper in the form of a cyl- 
inder, applied one end to the region 
of her heart and to the other end 
his ear. 
He heard the sounds of 


the heart. 
For three years he 


worked listening to hearts and 
lungs—he had a cylinder made out 
of wood to replace the paper—re- 
corded his findings for the world 
to read, and presented his col- 
leagues with the stethoscope, the 
instrument which really puts diag- 
nosis on a scientific basis. Today 
on the outside walls of that hos- 
pital is a plaque with the profile of 
Laennec and the words, "Here waa 
d i s c o v e r e d auscultation." Whc 
could forbear a thrill to see the 
very gardens in which he must 
have walked, still preserved? 


Still further across the left bank 


of the Seine is the old hospital ol 
La Salpetriere. This is one of the 
oldest institutions for the treat- 
ment of nervous and mental dis- 
eases. At its gateway is the statue 
of Pinel. He it was who first sug- 
gested humane treatment for the 
insane. As we pointed out in an 
article last- week describing out 
visit to Dean Swift's hospital in 
Dublin, it was customary to treat 
the insane as if they were crim- 
inals. 
They 
were 
chained in 


dungeons. Pinel struck their chains 
off. 


The story Is that he had a dear 


friend 
when he was 
young—a 


youth who went insane, wandered 
out in the woods and was killed by 
wolves. 
This experience haunted 


Pinel so much that after he had 
graduated in his medical studies 
and saw the way the insane were 
treated, he began the campaign for 
improvement which has continued 
to our day.

SAVING THE BACON 


"SA.VING the bacon" after your 


partner has "spilled the beans" 
may sound like a mixed metaphor, 
but it is pretty accurate slang to 
deacribfi what good players are do- 
ing every day to protect them- 
selves against careless associates. 
Even if a lead out of turn by your 
partner entitles the declarer to 
order you to offer a certain suit, 
you may still select a card of it 
which will make things embar- 
rassing for the enemy and perhaps 
beat the contract anyway.

Q. How can I waterproof my 


cellar walls? One side of my house 
is built into a hill, and the damp- 
ness is continually seeping through 
the basement walls. 


A. This may be accomplished 


by a number of methods: (1) Dig 
a trench along the exterior of the 
affected wall surface, cover the 
entire wall surface with two coats 
of cement mortar, forming a cove 
at the junction of foundation wall 
and footing. Over this apply one or ' 
two coats of asphalt pitch. Drain 
tile should then be installed, laid 
in a bed of crushed stone and 
sloped to carry the water away 
from the building to a suitable dry 
well or sewer. Backfill the trench 
with crushed stone or gravel. (2) 
Apply a metallic waterproofing 
compound protected by at least 
one-half inch coat of cement to the 
interior of the basement wall and 
floors after thoroughly 
cleaning 


and scraping the surface. This op- 
eration must be done by experi- 
enced hands in accordance with 
definite specifications if it is to be 
successful. (3) If the slope of the 
hill is not too great, satisfactory 
results might be attained by cut- 
ting into the hill sufficiently 
to 


permit a slope in ithe ground away 
from the building. An open tile 
drain can then be laid to drain the 
water into a suitable dry well or 
sewer. 


Q. Our tin roof leaks when there 


is a severe rain. Would water- 
proof paint help this situatioin or 
do we need a new roof? The pres- 
ent one is 10 years old. 


A. Paint on tin roofs is used 


primarily to protect the material 
from corrosion.
